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THE  COMMITTEE  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Twentysixth 
Annual  Report  of  the  working  of  the  Institution. 

Accommodation  The  present  accommodation  for  in-patients  is  Eleven 
and  Staff  Beds,  Two  Cots  and  Three  Private  Wards. 

The  Hospital  Staff  consists  of  the  Matron,  Sister-  House- 
Keeper,  4  Staff  Nurses,  3  Probationer  Nurses,  4  House 
and  Kitchen  Maids  and  a  Porter-Gardener. 

Miss  Hunter  and  her  Nursing  Staff  merit  warm  thanks 
for  the  efficiency  and  zeal  with  which  the  work  of  the 
Hospital  has  been  conducted  during  the  past  twelve 
months.  The  unanimity  with  which  patients  comment 
upon  the  sympathetic  and  unremitting  attention 
received  by  them  at  the  hands  of  the  Nursing  Staff, 
and  the  exceptional  quality  of  the  Hospital’s  dietary 
and  cooking,  must  be  most  gratifying  to  the  Committee 
and  Subscribers  alike. 

Medical  Staff.  The  Local  Medical  Staff  consists  of  Drs.  A.  W.  Allan, 
M.  Backwell,  W.  Brownlie,  D.  F.  Menzies,  J.  I). 
O’Neill,  A.  S.  Paterson  (Hogsthorpe),  B.  Sweeten  and 
T.  R.  Wilson  (Wainfleet),  who  have  been  in  regular 
attendance  throughout  the  year. 

In-Patients.  During  the  year  1938  the  number  of  in-patients  was 
296,  viz.,  133  male  and  163  female,  a  decrease  of  85  as 
compared  with  the  previous  year.  Of  these  cases  253 
were  surgical,  36  medical  and  7  maternity.  171  general 
anaesthetics  were  administered  and  171  operations  were 
performed,  as  compared  with  192  in  1937. 

43  persons  were  admitted  during  the  year  suffering 
from  injuries  received  in  road  and  other  accidents. 
The  1937  total  was  45. 

There  have  been  20  deaths  (11  male  and  9  female)  and 
the  causes  of  death  were  as  follows  : — Perforated 
duodenal  ulcer  3,  Acute  intestinal  obstruction  2,  Car¬ 
cinoma  of  rectum  2,  Parametritis  1,  Enteritis  1,  Pneu¬ 
monia  1 ,  Carcinoma  of  cervix  followed  by  Septicaemia  1, 
Haemaplegia  1,  Septic  pneumonia  following  cellulitis  of 
arm  1,  Cardiac  failure  1,  Peritonitis  1,  Fractured  Spine 
1,  Cerebral  tumour  1,  Carcinoma  of  uterus  1,  Pyelitis 
and  cholecystitis  1,  Suicide  1.

During  the  year  199  X-Ray  cases  have  been  dealt  with, 
as  compared  with  194  in  1937.  The  Scale  of  charges 
is  extremely  moderate,  and  is  as  follows

These  fees,  which  are  payable  at  the  time  of  examin¬ 
ation,  may  be  reduced  by  the  Committee  where 
desirable  or  necessary. 

The  Maintenance  Account  for  the  year  shows  an  Income 
of  £3382/14/lf  and  an  Expenditure  of  £3267/18/4j[.  The 
Balance  in  hand  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  £735/7/9|. 

The  Expenditure  works  out  at  an  average  cost  of 
£11/0/95  per  patient,  and  the  average  stay  in  Hospital 
of  each  patient  has  been  1 2 J  days. 

Patient-days  reached  a  total  of  3656,  as  compared  with 
4062  in  1937. 

The  cost  per  bed  per  week  amounted  to  £3/18/62,  as 
compared  with  £3/12/8  in  1937,  and  the  cost  per 
patient  per  week  was  £6/5/ 1  ^ ,  as  compared  with 
£5/4/2£  in  1937. 

The  Committee  have  to  report  with  regret  the  loss  by 
death  of  three  much-valued  members  of  the  Ladies’ 
Committee,  Mrs.  Maurice  Chester,  Mrs.  John  Dexter 
and  Miss  Louie  Walker.  The  Committee  remember 
with  gratitude  the  services  rendered  to  the  Hospital  by 
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these  three  ladies,  and  the  deep  sympathy  of  his 
colleagues  on  the  Executive  and  House  Committees  is 
extended  to  Mr.  Dexter  in  his  heavy  bereavement.

Since  the  presentation  of  the  Committee’s  last  Annual 
Report,  notable  progress  has  been  made  with  the 
Hospital’s  Scheme  of  Extensions.  Recognizing  the 
urgency  of  the  situation  and  the  impossibility  of  stand¬ 
ing  still  until  the  whole  of  the  money  necessary  to 
finance  the  full  Scheme  was  available,  the  Committee 
took  their  courage  in  their  hands  and  decided  to  proceed 
forthwith  with  that  portion  of  the  Scheme  most  urgently 
required.  This  portion  includes  a  new  Ward  of  12 
Public  Beds,  3  Private  Wards,  an  up-to-date 
Maternity  Block  with  4  Public  Beds  and  2  Private 
Wards,  and  additional  Staff  quarters.  The  estimated 
cost  of  this  portion  is  £12000,  and  towards  this  sum  at 
the  end  of  1938  donations,  promises  of  donations  and 
special  efforts  totalling  £5563/12/2  had  been  received. 

The  Committee  acknowledge  very  gratefully  their 
indebtedness  to  Lord  Scarbrough  and  to  Mr.  W.  E. 
Butlin  for  guaranteeing  the  Bank  overdraft  to  which 
they  are  committed  until  such  time  as  the  total  amount 
required  to  meet  the  cost  of  the  Extensions  has  been 
raised. 

Building  operations  were  commenced  in  July  last  by 
the  contractors,  Messrs.  J.  T.  Turner  &  Sons,  and  the 
foundation  stone  was  formally  laid  by  Her  Grace  the 
Duchess  of  Portland  on  3rd  November,  1938.  The 
work  is  being  proceeded  with  rapidly,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  new  buildings  will  be  completed  by  May  next, 
and  that  the  official  opening  ceremony  may  be  arranged 
for  the  early  part  of  the  summer. 

To  meet  the  convenience  of  many  residents  desirous  of 
supporting  the  Scheme  of  Extensions  by  means  of 
weekly  contributions,  Mrs.  A.  W.  Allan  has  revived  the 
Extensions  Weekly  Contributions  Fund  by  which  she 
was  instrumental  a  few  years  ago  in  raising  a  sub¬ 
stantial  sum  for  previous  Extensions.  At  31st  Dec., 

1938,  the  total  raised  had  reached  £103/5/1.  For  the 
time  being  these  contributions  are  being  credited  to  a 
separate  Bank  account,  but  will  in  due  course  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  the  Building  Extensions  Fund  Account.  The 
Committee  offer  their  cordial  thanks  to  Mrs.  Allan,  the 
ladies  who  are  assisting  her  in  collecting  the  contribu¬ 
tions,  and  the  many  who  are  responding  so  readily  to 
Mrs.  Allan’s  appeal. 

Supporters  of  the  Hospital  will  learn  with  pleasure  that 
the  British  Broadcasting  Corporation  have  sanctioned 
an  appeal  for  funds  in  aid  of  our  Extensions  on  the 
Droitwich  National  Wavelength  on  Sunday,  14th  May, 

1939.  Sir  Archibald  Weigall,  Bt.,  K.C.M.G.,  has  kindly 
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consented  to  broadcast  the  appeal,  and  the  Committee 
voice  the  earnest  hope  that  it  may  elicit  a  warm  and 
generous  response. 

In  recent  years  the  indefatigable  Hon.  Secretary  of  the 
Ladies’  Committee,  Mrs.  B.  H.  Foster,  has  become  so 
accustomed  to  breaking  records,  that  it  was  probably  a 
matter  of  intense  disappointment  to  her  that  the  1938 
Rose  Day  and  Dinner  Table  Collections  fell  slightly 
below  those  of  the  previous  year.  The  summer  season  of 
1938,  however,  was  generally  considered  to  have  been  an 
exceptionally  poor  one  and,  under  such  difficult  con¬ 
ditions,  it  is  little  short  of  astonishing  that  such  splendid 
results  should  have  been  obtained.  Only  those 

associated  with  these  Collections  can  fully  appreciate 
the  tremendous  amount  of  preliminary  spade-work 
which  they  involve,  and  the  hearty  congratulations  and 
thanks  of  the  Committee  are  extended  to  Mrs.  Foster 
and  her  energetic  Assistant-Secretarj^,  Mrs.  Mackinder, 
as  well  as  to  the  faithful  and  enthusiastic  band  of 
helpers  who  assisted  in  making  the  Collections  so 
successful. 

Once  again,  invaluable  help  was  given  on  Rose  Day  by 
the  patients  of  the  Derbyshire  Miners’  Convalescent 
Home,  under  the  able  command  of  the  Home’s  Super¬ 
intendent,  Mr.  J.  A.  Clayton,  who  appears  to  infect  his 
patients  with  his  own  enthusiasm,  and  by  patients  of 
the  National  Deposit  Friendly  Society  Memorial  Home. 
This  help  is  very  cordially  acknowledged  by  Mrs. 
Foster.

The  record  collection  of  the  previous  year  was  £234  Is. 
1 1 3d. 

The  Dinner  Table  Collection  taken  at  the  principal 
Hotels,  Boarding  and  Apartment  Houses,  Holiday 
Camps,  Cafes,  etc.,  on  August  Bank  Holiday  Sunday 
yielded  £346/6/9,  as  compared  with  the  record  of 
£348/8/5£  achieved  in  the  previous  year.  Once  again 
tribute  must  be  paid  to  the  willingness  and  cheerful¬ 
ness  with  which  those  who  cater  for  the  Skegness 
visitors  co-operate  in  the  taking  of  this  collection  at  a 
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time  when  the  season  is  at  its  peak  and  such  co-opera¬ 
tion  is  by  no  means  easy. 

The  Skegness  Hospital  Ball  is  now  firmly  established 
as  one  of  the  big  events  of  the  winter  season.  Since  its 
inauguration  by  the  late  Mrs.  Miller  in  1924,  this 
popular  annual  function  has  been  the  means  of  raising 
no  less  than  £755/14/2.  Of  this  sum  £84/18/3  has  been 
utilized  for  Maintenance  purposes,  while  the  balance 
of  £670/15/1  1  has  helped  to  finance  various  Extensions. 
For  ten  years  the  Ball  was  organized  by  Mrs.  Miller, 
and  since  her  death  the  work  of  organization  has  been 
kindly  undertaken  by  Mr.  W.  Edwin  Furniss. 

The  15th  Ball,  held  in  January,  1938,  yielded  a  surplus 
of  £130/6/1  and  easily  surpassed  the  previous  record  of 
£90  attained  in  1936.  With  gratitude  the  Committee 
tender  their  warm  thanks  to  Mr.  Furniss  and  to  the 
Ladies’  Committee  who  co-operated  so  effectively  with 
him  in  the  catering  and  other  arrangements.  It  may 
be  interesting  to  recall  that  the  proceeds  from  the  first 
Ball  in  1924  amounted  to  £8/12/6. 

The  receipts  from  Offertories  totalled  £21/16/3,  as 
compared  with  £25/11/0  in  1937.  Reference  has  been 
made  on  many  previous  occasions  to  the  meagre 
support  received  through  this  source,  and  while, 
unfortunately,  at  the  present  time  the  parish  church  of 
Skegness  needs  all  the  money  it  can  raise  to  cope  with 
the  difficult  situation  with  which  it  is  faced,  the  hope 
might  reasonably  be  expressed  that  the  other  places  of 
worship  in  the  14  parishes  served  by  this  Hospital  might 
see  to  it  that  our  receipts  from  offertories  were  more 
representative  of  the  District. 

It  is  extremely  satisfactory  to  report  that  Sundry  Col¬ 
lections  again  show  an  increase,  totalling  £1510/1 9/ 0 1 
as  compared  with  the  record  of  £1385/8/10  in  1937.  To 
be  able  to  record  such  a  happy  state  of  affairs  at  a  time 
when  the  efforts  of  many  of  our  supporters  are  con¬ 
centrated  on  the  pressing  problem  of  raising  funds  for 
Extensions  is  all  the  more  gratifying.  It  serves  to 
emphasize  the  general  community’s  appreciation  of  the 
efficient  Hospital  service  given  by  this  Institution  and 
the  desire  that  its  present  high  standards  should  not  be 
impaired  by  lack  of  the  necessary  support. 

The  Sundry  Collections  total  includes  the  Rose  Day  and 
Dinner  Table  Collections  referred  to  earlier  in  this 
Report.  Among  the  other  handsome  contributions,  of 
which  details  will  be  found  on  page  64,  is  the  splendid 
sum  of  £57/12/6  raised  by  Mrs.  H.  Gardiner  of  “Lake¬ 
side,”  South  Parade.  Mrs.  Gardiner  evolved  the  idea 
of  obtaining  the  autographs  on  a  teacloth  of  a  large 
number  of  people,  from  each  of  whom  she  exacted  2/6 
as  a  donation  to  the  Hospital.  These  autographs  were 
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zealously  collected  by  Mrs.  Gardiner  over  a  lengthy 
period,  and  have  been  diligently^  and  patiently  em¬ 
broidered  by  her  in  her  spare  time.  The  embroidered 
tea-cloth  was  subsequently  mounted  on  a  table  under  a 
glass  top  and  presented  by  Mrs.  Gardiner  to  the 
Hospital,  and  will  eventually  find  a  place  in  the 
Entrance  Hall  of  the  new  Extensions.  The  Committee 
congratulate  Mrs.  Gardiner  on  this  happy  and  novel 
method  of  raising  funds  for  the  Hospital,  and  tender 
their  grateful  thanks  to  her  for  this  very  welcome  con¬ 
tribution.  At  Mrs.  Gardiner  s  request,  it  has  been 
earmarked  for  the  purchase  of  an  Electric  Food  Trolley 
for  use  in  the  new  buildings. 


The  Annual  Pound  Day  in  Skegness,  for  which  the 
arrangements  were  again  made  by  the  Ladies’  Com¬ 
mittee,  yielded  £24/9/1  in  cash  and  618?  lbs.  in  kind,  as 
compared  with  £34/8/7^  in  cash  and  321^  lbs.  in  kind  in 
1937.  The  large  increase  in  gifts  in  kind  was  most 
welcome,  and  but  for  the  unfavourable  weather  con¬ 
ditions  which  developed  in  the  afternoon  and  curtailed 
the  efforts  of  the  ladies,  it  is  likely  that  the  response  to 
the  appeal  would  have  been  even  more  effective.  Per¬ 
mission  was  kindly  given  for  the  erection  of  stalls  for 
the  reception  of  gifts  on  sites  fronting  Hildreds  Hotel 
and  Barclays  Bank. 

Mrs.  Paterson  once  again  made  herself  responsible  for 
the  organization  of  a  Pound  Day  in  Hogsthorpe,  which 
resulted  in  the  collection  of  241  lbs.  in  kind,  39  eggs  and 
a  quantity  of  fresh  fruit,  etc.  Mrs.  Paterson  and  the 
many  helpers  who  co-operated  with  her  in  such  an 
excellent  result  are  warmly  thanked. 

The  details  of  the  Annual  Egg  Collection,  which  appear 
on  page  65,  show  that  no  less  than  5153  eggs  were 
received  last  year,  which  proves  that  the  Schools  and 
other  generous  donors  were  determined  to  go  one 
better  than  in  1937,  when  the  collection  totalled  5152. 
The  Committee  are  much  indebted  to  Mrs.  Foster  for 
her  organization  of  the  Collection  and  to  the  many 
contributors  to  our  stock  of  foodstuffs. 

The  Hospital  Cup  Competitions  continue  their  good 
work  in  the  Hospital’s  behalf.  Maintenance  Income 
has  been  credited  with  ^2/15/0  from  the  Skegness 
Hospital  Cup  Competition,  and  £1/2/6  from  the  Scott 
Cup  Competition,  while  a  donation  of  £4/10/0  from  the 
Skegness  Thursday  Hospital  Cup  Competition  has  been 
received  for  the  Extensions  Fund.  The  Hospital  Com¬ 
mittee  much  appreciate  these  contributions  and  the 
assiduous  work  of  the  Committees  directing  these 
Competitions. 
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From  small  beginnings  the  weekly  Contributory  Scheme 
continues  to  grow,  and  for  the  sixth  year  in  succession 
an  increase  in  receipts  is  recorded,  the  1938  total  being 
£3S2/16/9,  as  compared  with  £346/13/8  in  1937  and 
£260/4/1 1  i  in  1936.  The  rapid  expansion  of  this  move¬ 
ment  is  undoubtedly  due  in  great  measure  to  the 
enthusiastic  manner  in  which  its  activities  are  promoted 
and  extended  by  the  Honorary  Secretary,  Mr.  Arthur 
Oegg,  and  the  keen  Committee  associated  with  him  in 
the  control  of  the  Scheme. 

The  benefits  to  be  derived  from  participation  in  the 
Scheme  are  so  obvious  that  no  eligible  person  should 
hesitate  to  co-operate  in  it.  It  should  be  pointed  out 
that  the  Scheme  is  not  confined  to  employees  only,  and 
that  any  individual  deemed  eligible  by  the  Committee 
may  become  a  contributor.  Mr.  I)egg,  whose  address 
is  32,  Richmond  Drive,  Skegness,  will  gladly  furnish 
full  particulars  to  anyone  desirous  of  contributing. 

For  a  weekly  contribution  of  one  penny  members  are 
entitled  to  free  Hospital  maintenance  and  nursing,  and 
wives  and  children  are  also  eligible  on  payment  of  a 
like  contribution. 

The  Weekly  Contributory  Scheme  Committee  desire  to 
thank  the  management  of  the  Tower  Cafe  very  heartily 
for  the  continued  free  use  of  a  room  for  their  Meetings.

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  the  splendid 
contribution  of  £111/12/0  made  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Fearn 
through  the  medium  of  the  Midnight  Matinee  held  last 
September  at  the  Parade  Cinema.  This  is  the  third 
annual  Midnight  Matinee  arranged  by  Mr.  Fearn  for 
the  Hospital  Extensions  Fund,  with  the  kind  collabora¬ 
tion  of  the  Directors  of  Skegness  Entertainments,  Ltd., 
and  his  fellow  members  of  the  Skegness  Rotary  Club, 
and  the  fact  that  the  Extensions  Fund  has  benefitted  to 
the  extent  of  £398/9/0  is  a  striking  tribute  both  to  Mr.
